Priest Of Diocese Of 
Fort Wayne Appointed 
Bishop By Pope Pius 


For the second time within six 
months a priest of the Diocese of 
Fort Wayne has been appointed a 
Bishop by His Holiness Pope Pius 
XII. Honored now, is the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. William R. Arnold, former 
Chief of Chaplains of the United 
States Army, who has just been 
appointed titular Bishop of Phocaea 
and Military Delegate. Honored 
last November 17, was the Most 
Rev. John G. Bennett, D.D., first 
Bishop of the Diocese of Lafay- 
ette in Indiana. 

In being named Military Dele- 
gate, Bishop-elect Arnold succeeds 
another prelate whose previous 
work for the Church was carried 
on within the confines of the Fort 
Wayne Diocese — the Most Rev. 
John F. O’Hara, D.D., who on May 
8 was installed as eighth Bishop of 
the Diocese of Buffalo. Before his 
consecration and appointment to 
the Military Ordinariate in 1940, 
Bishop O’Hara was President of 
the University of Notre Dame. 

Bishop-elect Arnold will assume 
his new duties with almost a work- 
ing lifetime of military training to 
fit him for the task, for last Feb- 


Fr. A. Brandehoff | 
Named Monsignor 
By Holy Father 


Rector Of Josephinum’s 
Appointment Requested 
By Apostolic Delegate 


Fort Wayne—The Rev. Adrian 
F. Brandehoff, a priest of the Dio- 
cese of Fort Wayne now serving 
as rector of the Pontifical College 
Josephinum at Worthington, Ohio, 
has just been appointed a Papal 
Chamberlain to the Holy Father 
with title of Very Reverend Mon- 
signor. The appointment is an- 
nounced by the Most Rev. John F. 
Noll, D.D., Bishop of Fort Wayne. 

The appointment of Msgr. Bran- 
dehoff was made at the recom- 
mendation of the Most Rev. Amleto 
Giovanni Cicognani, D.D., Apostolic 
Delegate of the United States, un- | 
der whose jurisdiction the Pontifi- 
cal College Josephinum is main- 
tained. In notifying Bishop Noll 
of the honor accorded one of his 
priests, the Apostolic Delegate in- 
formed His Excellency that Msgr. 
Brandehoff was being notified 
through the kind offices of the Most 
Rev. Michael J. Ready, D.D., Bishop 
of Columbus, in whose diocese the 
Pontifical College is located. 


Msgr. Brandehoff was appointed 
rector of the Pontifical College 
Josephinum early last December, 
and began his duties shortly after 
the first of the year. His career 
had been closely observed by the 
Apostolic Delegate, especially since 
1942 when he became Officialis of 
the Fort Wayne Diocesan Matri- 
monial Court. The outstanding 
work which Monsignor performed 
in this capacity prompted the Apos- 
tolic Delegate to request Bishop 
Noll to release him for appoint- 
ment to the Pontifical College. 

Msgr. Brandehoff was born June 
23, 1911 in Cloverdale, Ohio, and 
received his primary education in 
the parochial schools of Delphos 
and Stooville. Both his philosophy 
and theology were taken at Jose- 
phinum, and he was ordained by

mittee. 

The bill, sponsored by Senators 
James M. Mead of New York and 
George D. Aiken of Vermont, has 
been endorsed by representatives 
of the Department of Education,

—, Federal aid in any form. The 

earings were adjourned indefinite- 
ly after two witnesses, who testified 
as “representatives of taxpayers 
associations” in Kentucky and Ark- 
ansas, told the committee members 
that they were opposed to the bill 
because Federal aid to education 
Was not necessary and not wanted 
in their respective States. |] 

Mr. Landis expressed before the 
Senate Committee his confidence 
that it would “place the needs of 
youth above all other considera- 
tions.” He continued: “I place in 
your hands the future of American 
youth, confident that you will pro- 
vide means whereby they may fol- 
low the transcendent Star, as did 
the Wise Men of old, so that they 
too may become wise. May God 
grant, gentlemen, that you may 
deal wisely and justly with the 
children of America.” 

Mr. Landis was cross-examined 
by Senator Forrest C. Donnell of 
Missouri, who has been the spear- 
head of opposition to the Mead- 
Aiken bill. Mr. Landis admitted 
that he had expressed opposition to 
including non-public schools in the 
benefits clause of the bill, but that 
as a “fair-minded American citi- 
zen” he would be displeased if mil- 
lions of poor American school chil- 
dren were denied advantages of 
Federal aid solely because a few 
thousand nonpublic school children 
were to be granted a few minor 
concessions in the bill under con- 
sideration.

Be- 
cause your neighbors, uninstruc- 
ted, and less closely related to 
God than you are act differently 
you are not justified in imitat- 
ing them. On the contrary, you 
are not permitted to be follow- 
ers; you should be leaders. Only 
those may be excused for fol- 
lowing who never had any formal 
instruction in what is right and 
wrong, and who, therefore, have 
nothing in a religious or spir- 
itual way to give to others.

Archbishop Says 
Creed Of Hate Led 
To Nation's Fall 


Foe Of Hitler Declares 
Dictator Deceived And 
Misled His People 


BY DR. MAX JORDAN 


Freiburg in Breisgau, May 14— 
(NC)—For the first time since ‘the 
defeat of the Reich a member of 
the German Hierarchy has officially 
pronounced a scathing indictment 
of the nazi regime. This was done 
through a pastoral issued by the 
Most Rev. Conrad Groeber, Arch- 
bishop of Freiburg in Breisgau, in 
connection with the observance of 
Ascension Day—now again a legal 
holiday in a Germany freed from 
nazi tyranny. The letter was read 
from the pulpit by all pastors of 
the Archdiocese that could be 
reached. 


“One must go far back into his- 
tory,’ Archbishop Groeber writes, 
“to find another instance of a simi- 
lar speedy and complete defeat as 
that suffered by Germany.” The 
Archbishop, who has always been 
a courageous opponent of nazi ideo- 
logies, then traces the causes of 
Germany’s collapse to the nazi 
“Weltanschauung” (view of the 
world) of brute force which led 
to the false creed of a “nordic” 
master race that was to rule the 
world. 

“Never were the German people 
deceived as much as Shey were dur- 
ing the past 13 years,” the Arch- 
bishop continues. He shows how 
both Hitler’s assurances that he 
would recognize and apply Chris- 
tian principles and the Concordat 
negotiated with the Holy See were 
a “premeditated deception of the 
public.” 


Lists Crime Of Nazis 


The pastoral then points out how 
hatred and a spirit of brutal ven- 
geance were made to prevail 
against brotherly love by fanatics 
who “thought everything permis- 
sible, be it wanton imprisonment, 


or barbaric ill-treatment, or mur- 
derous plots, or killing individuals 
and Whole peoples, or the violent 


appropriation of foreign soil.” 


“How much evil was piled up to 
our debit in the past 13 years! How 
painful it is for me to discuss all 
this publicly and how I hasten to 
turn away my eyes and thoughts 
that I may see no longer the shame 
of my own people,” the Archbishop 
“Fortunately, I know at 
the same time that by no means al! 
those connected with the nazi move- 
ment share the terrible responsibil- 
ity, but only certain unscrupulous 
groups who carried the abominable 
principles they believed in to a 
logical concluion, translating them

girls were encouraged to bear chil- 
dren out of wedlock. 


‘Unrestrained Looting’ 


Those who refused to subscribe 
to the nazi creed, the pastoral 
points out, particularly churches 
and religious communities, were de- 
prived of their property. People 
were chased away from their 
homes in the eastern provinces 
while the “unrestrained looting” 
went on in the occupied territories. 


Now, Archbishop Groeber con- 
cludes his terrible indictment, which 
effectively sums up all the crimes 
of the nazi regime, there is only 
one salvation: by returning to God 
and Christian principles. This ap- 
plies particularly to the younger 
generation which, the prelate says, 
“has been systematically corrupted 
in schools and party organiza- 
tions.” 


The pastoral points out how 
those chiefly responsible have now 
escaped after destroying valuable 
stores that might have been used 
by those left behind. The Archbish- 
op assails turncoats who now come 
to the fore denying that they ever 
were nazis and even denounce those 
who never actually were. 
Christians will not indulge in 
such opportunism, Archbishop 
Groeber tells his flock. They will} 
bear the present trials in a spirit 
of penance, and with confidence in 
Divine providence. 


Rebellion Held Impossible 


Taking issue with those who re- 
fuse to discriminate between the 
guilty and their victims, the Arch- 
bishop denies that the German peo- 
ple could have overthrown the Hit- 
ler regime. “Those living among 
us,” he continues, “know that we 
have tried the utmost, even to the 
point of risking imprisonment and 
persecutions. But the organized 
power of those in control was so 
brutal and their cunning so tremen-

In commenting on Harold Fey's 
articles, written for the Christian 
Century, we pointed out that he

London, May 14 —(NC)— The 
principles of moral law cannot be 
rejected without bringing about 
chaos and confusion and an in- 
ternational police force, while it 
may be useful for maintaining law, 
is incapable of forming or making 
the law, said the Most Rev. Ber- 
nard Griffin, Archbishop of West- 
minster, in an address at the twen- 
ty-fifth anniversary of the British 
Knights of Columba organization 
in London.

“A few nights ago we stopped in a small 
farming community, a beautiful village 
nestled in the mountains. My assistant 
and my driver went out looking for quart- 
ers, knocked on the door of a cute little 
house and the fraulein quickly opened the 


| door, raised her hands in surrender, cried 


hysterically, the children screaming as they 
clutched to her skirt. She pleaded with 
the boys to allow her and the kids to say 
a few prayers before they decapitated them. 
Convinced that we weren’t the barbarians 
they had been taught we were, she gradual- 
ly poured out the story: the radio and news- 
papers had warned the whole population 
that the women and children were to be 
put to death, tAeir homes razed, and their 
menfolks sent to Russia. 

“But perhaps the worst thing these peo- 
ple fear is reprisals by the slave laborers 
who have taken quite a beating here in 
the Reich. Hundreds of thousands of Poles, 
Italians, French, Slovaks, Serbs, Russians 
have been working in the factories while 
all the German manpower was at work with 
the panzers and guns. These slave la- 
borers were the ones who gave us the 
rousing welcome as we went from place 
to place. I had heard many stories about 
the treatment of these poor people in the 
Reich but had discounted much of it as 
some of our own propaganda. Being a 
Missourian in such matters, I waited until 
I could see for myself. I saw Nordhausen 
the other day, though, and now I believe 
all. The division chaplain had a Mass 
burial for hundreds and hundreds of these 
slaves who had died from starvation and 
malnutrition in that large city. Putrified 
bodies stacked one atop the other, jammed 
under staircases, some dead for davs, with 
here and there a dying Pole or Russian 
in the same heap.” (Letter of a Chaplain, 
April 16, 1945). 

I’m sure you see my point, Bill. We've 
got to face the whole truth. These terrible, 
sacrilegious mass-murders by.Nazi watch- 
dogs, by all means. We must demand pro- 
per punishment for the responsible execu- 
tioners and their formal cooperators. But 
also we must not go the hateful, unjust 
way of the propagandist-commentators and 
group with these arch-criminals the little 
people of the Reich who were victimized by 
propaganda and forced by circumstances to 
live through these awful days. Millions of 
them were no more party to Nazi atrocities 
than you or I!

I know you're going to be sur- 
prised when you read this letter.

what would come with a lottery 
sponsored by the government. The 
racketeers would have a field day 
at the expense of the gullible, the 
boys who never work would get 
r.ch, and no matter what sort of 
tules and regulations the govern- 
men might set up for the conduct 
of such an enterprise, the smart 
element would find a way to get 
around the rules and would reap 
a harvest for themselves. 


Did you ever have any dealings 
with a “legal” lottery? In this in- 
stance, I mean the Irish Hospital 
Sweepstakes which flourished in 
this country and throughout the 
British Empire before the war. This 
lottery was honestly conducted as 
far as its sponsors were concerned, 
but the racketeers in this country 
grew rich off that Sweepstakes’ 
reputation for honesty. 


It was no trick at all. The crooks 
simply printed fake lottery tickets, 
sold them for the regular Sweep- 
stakes’ price of $2.50 each, and 
pocketed the whole proceeds. Not 
many of those in this country who 
bought lottery tickets could tell 
the fake from the genuine tickets, 
consequently the spurious tickets 
were sold as easily as the real ones. 


I tried to do something about 
it in Pittsburgh, where I was 
working at the time, and nearly 
wound up in jail; at least, mem- 
bers of my family saw me land- 
ing behind the bars because I 
innocently tried to prove to a 
group of friends that they were 
being victimized by the sharpers 
from whom they were buying 
Sweepstakes tickets three or four 
times a year. I felt sure the 
tickets these people were paying 
$2.50 each for were fakes, but 
had no way of proving it to them. 


I had written in my column 
then that unless you received a 
receipt from Ireland for your 
Sweepstakes ticket you were be- 
ing. swindled; that a fellow who 
actually had ~genuine tickets 
would return the stub to head- 
quarters in Dublin from where a 
receipt would be sent to the 
buyer. Well, hardly anyone be- 
lieved me—least of all, my 
friends referred to—so I thought 
I'd prove something to them. 


I went to an Irish-born friend of 
mine who still had relatives in 
Jreland and asked him to whom I 
tould write to get a couple of books 
of genuine Sweepstakes tickets. 
At that time, each book contained 
12 tickets to be sold for $2.50 a 
ticket. I wrote to the address given 
me—it was the Shannon Boat Club, 
as I recall now—and in due course 
I received a reply—but what a re- 
ply! 

One day the expressman delivered 
a large package to my desk, but 
there was no return address, no 
sign on the package as to what 
it contained. I wondered, and so 
did all the other people in the 
office, what was in it, and so I 
opened it up. Imagine my surprise 
when I found that it contained 400 
books of tickets for the next Sweep- 
stakes, together with a long letter 
of explanation, which certainly was 
needed because all I had asked for 
was two books, and here I got 400 
all at once! 


The letter was from one of the 
brass hats of the Sweeps who 
said he was delighted at in- 
terest I had shown in the affair 
and that it was with great pleas- 
ure that he was appointing me 
as Western Pennsylvania _ rep- 

- yesentative for the Irish Sweep- 
stakes. The letter said that I'd 
get $5 commission on each book 


sold, ar I could put my name on 
two ets out of each book and 


ment, too, at having all the people 
in the office, from the editor on 
down, seeing me with all those 
tickets, and with my new “creden- 
tials” as Western Pennsylvania 
representative for the international 
lottery. I didn’t know just what 
to do at first, but decided to take 
the big bundle of tickets home with 
me and throw them in the furnace. 


But getting them home was & 
problem, too. Suppose I figured in 
a traffic mishap on the way home 
and the police found those tickets 
in my car? Would they confiscate 
the car and throw me in the hoose- 
gow at the same time? Well, any- 
how, I had to get those tickets out 
of the office so I decided to chance 
taking them home with me. Noth- 
ing happened on the way, when I 
probably set all world’s records for 
careful driving, but later I learned 
that some of my dear pals in the 
office had tipped off a postal in- 
spector that I had the tickets in 
my car and would be going home

carried on under cover, why the 
racketeers didn’t deal in genuine 
tickets on the Irish Sweeps. His 
reply was quite illuminating, and 


will give you some sort of an 
idea how the easy money boys 
operate. 


In the first place, he said, a profit 
of $5 for selling a book of 12 tickets 
was entirely too small; it had to 
be cut up too many ways. .The 
racketeers would have to have at 
least $15 out of the $30 each book 
would bring in. On top-.of that, 
said the boss racketeer, when the 
receipts are sent back to the 
Sweepstakes headquarters, a rec- 
ord is kept of the name and ad- 
dress of each person buying a 
ticket, and for the next Sweeps 
that person would receive two books 
of tickets from headquarters. You 
see, the racketeer said, he’d simply 
be building up a large mailing list 
for the Dublin enterprise, and at 
practically no cost at all to the 
overseas headquarters, therefore 
he was not interested in handling 
such tickets. 

But if the Irish Sweepstakes are 
ever revived again, don’t ask me 
to get you any tickets, because that 
old pal of mine over at the Shan- 
non Boat Club might come along 
next time and ship me a whole 
boatload of tickets. I am out of 
the Sweepstakes game for onde 


along a certain route at a certain 
time. Those in on the “plot” had 
planned being in the next office 
when the inspector brought me in| 
for questioning, and when he had | 
me scared stiff, they’d break in and | 
have a big laugh at my expense. 
I forget now what went wrong with 
their scheme, and the inspector 
didn’t show up, after all. 


My troubles really began when 
I came into the house with that 
big bundle of tickets. My family 
wanted to know what they were, 
and when they found out, all of 
them were sure that the F.B.L, 
no less, soon would be descending 
upon our house with a search 
warrant, and would leave with the 
tickets and the ever-loving hus- 
band and father. So, in the 
presence of one and all, I took 
the tickets to the basement and 
threw the whole she-bang into 
the furnace, which was destroy- 
ing the evidence, for sure. All but 
two. books of tickets. I turned 
them over to my friends who had 
been buying fake tickets right 
along. They sent their money to 
the address in Ireland I had giv- 
en them—and to this day have 
never received their receipts! At 


least, they hadn't the last time I

Family Allowance 
System In Canada 
Effective In July 


Nation To Give Bonus 
To Heads Of Families 
Earning Less Than $3,000 


Ottawa, May 14 — (NC)— A 
system of family allowances goes 
into efféct in Canada in July. The 
law provides an allowance of $5 
a month for a child under six 


years; $6 for a child between six 
and 10; $7 for a child between 10 
and 14, and $8 for a child be- 
tween 13 and 16. 


Where a family has five child- 
ren, the allowance for the fifth is 
reduced by $1 a month; when there 
are six and seven children, the 
allowance is reduced $2 a month 
in each case; and when there are 
eight or more, the reduction is $3 
a month for each of this additional 
number. 


When the Family Allowance Act 
was proposed there was some op- 
position on the ground that it was 
aimed at benefitting Quebee at the 
expense of other provinces, be- 
cause it is generally recognized 
that Quebec has the majority of 
large families. However, the 
latest figures available of persons 
registering for the allowances— 
one has to register to receive these 
allowances—shows that there is a 
greater percentage of registra- 
tion in a number of other Can- 
adian provinces. 

Of 1,466,000 families in Canada 
who can benefit by the Act, 966,- 
767, or 66.1 per cent have regis- 
tered so far. According to latest 


statistics, the percentage of fam- 


ilies already registered in the var- 
ious provinces is as follows: 
Prince Edward Island, 95.7 per 
cent; New Brunswick, 83 per cent; 
Alberta, 83.3 per cent; Novia Sco- 
tia, 70.1 per cent; Quebec, 68.1 
per cent; British Columbia, 63.9 
Saskatchewan, 63.7 per 
cent; Ontario, 61.7 per cent: Mani-
